Various relefs are 
sought against the defenaants, who are the 
Attorney-General, the Land Commission and 
the Under Sheriff, Denis Kerrgan.

Resuming his: argument, Mr, FitzGerald- 
Kenney, K.C., said that there was no 
statutory authority that the enacting words 
were an essential part of an Act of Parlia- 
ment. because no one ever before had come 
into Court, and said that. they were, not; 
but he submitted that, according to common 
law, nothing could be an Act of Parliament 
or an Act of the Oireachtas which did not, 
on the face of it, purport to be an Act of 
Parliament or an Act of the Oireachtas. 
He submitted that the enacting words were 
necessary. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I am 
think you are right in that. 

Mr. Marnan said that he had just been 
given a statute that had been passed by the 
Canadian Government respecting weights ard 
measures, and it had no enacting words at 
all 

Mr. Justice Johmston—I do not think that 
carries you very far. 


A CANADIAN ACT 


Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, having examined 
the publication, said that it did not state any 
year-or anything like that, and evidently it 
was a precis of something. He had the 
Statutes of the Canadian Government, and 
every one of them had the enacting words. 

Mr. Marnan said that the statute to which 
he had referred was issued by His Majesty's 
Stationerv Office. : 

" Parliamentary Documents,’ a book deal- 
ing with Parliamentary forms, stated, said 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, that the enacting 
clanse was the most important form in an 
Act of Parhament. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney argued that because 
the enrolled Act was undated the Act was not 
in force at all. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the Courts of 
Jnstice Act was in exactly the same form, and 
if ones Act was not in force then the other 
was not in force either. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—That may be, but 
1] suggest that the requirements of Article 42 
have not been complied with, and, therefore, 
the Act is not in proper form. It is not the 
document contemplated by Article 42, because 
it is not “ A fair copy of the law made after 
the law has received the King’s assent.’’ 
The reason why it was important that a fair 
copy should be made after the law received 
the King's assent was that the final form of 
the law might go out as by law provided.

Mr. Justice Johnston—Then the Clerk of 
the Dail is the most important man in this | 
country—he is greater than the Governor-. 
General or the President—because he can | 
repeal every Act of Parliament passe by 


the Oireachtas simply by failing to put a date 
on the Acts. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that that was 
not his arcument. because if the Clerk did not 
carry out his duty he would not prevent the 
law coming into force: 

The vital words, “ Be it enacted,’’ argued 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, were omitted from 
the Act as it passed the Senate and the Dail. 
He did not, he said, accuse any member of 
the Oireachtas staff, but 1t was. mysterious 
how the words came to be inserted in the 
enrolled document. The words never received 
the assent of either House, and it was dis- 
quieting, to say the least of it, that words 
could be inserted’ without the sanction of 
either House. What happened was that some- 
body thought fit to express an intention of the 
legislature which neither House in its wisdom 
thought it wise to insert in the Act. 

On another point of the case, Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney argued that Section 28 of the Act 
was invalid, because it gave the Land Com- 
mission power to exercise judicial power by 
enabling it to issue warrants without first 
coming to court. The section also gave this 
body power of distress, which was only in- 
frequently exercised as. regards agricultural 
holdings in this country, 


NO REDRESS 


Notices from the Land Commission were 
fiving round, and even people who did not 
know English were getting them. If these 
people failed to reply to the Land Commission 
—if they were unable to transact their own 
legal business and did not communicate with 
the Land Commission within fifteen days— 
down came the sheriff and everything they 
possessed was seized, and they had absolutely 
no remedy against the Land Commission. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney argued that the 
warrant was invalid, on the grounds that it 
did not state the facts which were necessary 
to give rise to the power in the Land Com- 
mission to issue such a warrant at all; that 
it did not state that the Land Commission had 
ever.“ thought proper ” or thought at all on 
the matter, and that there was no evidence 
before the Court that the Land Commission 
ever considered the matter at all. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—If I accept the 
defendant’s contention I will have to read the 
words ' may think proper ” out of the Act 
altogether ? 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—That is my argu- 
ment. The words mean that the Land Com- 
mission must think about the matter, but 
there is no evidence that it ever did so, as 
far as this case is concerned. 

Passing on to the last part of his argument, 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that the form 
that the sheriff sent out was wholly and 
entirely bad. Under the rules it was laid 
down that. the person receiving notice must 
get fifteen days in which he could send in 
objections—if he were sufficiently educated to 
' know what the form meant—and there could 
be but two objections—that the person receiv- 
ing the form “was not the person referred to, 
or that the sum claimed was not correct. 

Mr. Justice Johnston--I do not think J 
will trouble you about the notice. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, concluding. dealt 
with the charge of 7s. against Mr. Halpin, 
and submitted that there was no power in 
the sheriff to charge this fee. 

Mr. Justice Johnston reserved judgment.

“A MONSTROUS: 


MIS-STATEMENT ” 


At the rising of the Supreme Court, Dublin, 
yesterday evening the Chief . Justice an- 
nounced that the part heard we in the 
case oí Kearns v, Manning could not be con- 
tinued on Monday, because the Court had a 
very important case specially fixed for that 
day, and would not be able to resume ‘the 
hearing of Kearns v. Manning until the case 
that was specially fixed was disposed of, 
“notwithstanding,” he added, ‘‘the monstrous 
statement—or, rather, mis-statement—which 
appears in the papers to-day to the effect 
that there is no business in this Court. 

‘‘Whatever anybody may undertake to say 
to the contrary,” said the Chief Justice, ‘‘we 
are fully occupied in this Court every day 
and all day.”

JUDGMENT MORTGAGE ON 
PREMISES 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


The adjourned application in the case of 
Arthur Saunders, a waiter, of 16 Somerset 
street, Ringsend, Dublin, against Mrs. 
Kathleen Considine and her husband, 
Michael Considine, of 37 Morehampton road, 
Dublin, was disposed of. 

The application, which was on behalf of 
the plaintiff, was for a declaration that a 
judgment for £775 3s. 5d. is well-charged 
against the defendants’ interest in the house, 
37 Morehampton road, Dublin, The plaintiff, 
it was stated, was seriously injured in a 
collision with a motor car driven by Mrs. 
Considine, and was awarded £600 damages 
and costs against her and her husband, In 
September last application was made to have 
the judgment converted into a judgment 
mortgage charged on the defendants’ house 
and premises. 

When the application for a declaration that 
the judgment was well-charged on the de- 
fendants’ interest in the house was made last 
Monday, a point was raised by Mr. Bowen, 
solicitor, for the defendants, about the judg- 
ment mortgage describing the detenhealy’ 
premises as being situated in a parish which 
was not the correct parish, and the applica- 
tion was adjourned for argument on this 
point, - 

Having heard The O'Rahilly, who (in- 
structed by Mr. Bowers) appeared for the 
defendants, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was 
satisfied that the property was sufficiently 
described in the judgment mortgage, and 
that no one could make any mistake about 
what property was being charged. In the 
circumstances, the application would be 
granted. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., and Mr. J. C. 
Conroy (instructed by Mr. J. Montgomery) 
appeared for the plaintiff. 


A NOTICE TO QUIT 
EXPIRED ON WRONG DATE 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


A point was submitted for decision in 
respect of a notice to quit. It arose in con- 
nection with an appeal from a decision of 
Cireuit Court Judge MeElligott dismissing 
a suit by Miss Edith O'Flanagan, Alexandra 
road, Manchester, for the ejectment of 
Hubert J. Hunt, Corofin, and Margaret 
Freeman from premises and lands at Lifford, 
Ennis, At the trial objection was raised to 
the notice to quit, which purported to deter. 
mine the tenancy on Ist November, 1933, 
instead of on 3ist October, which was the 
gale day. A claim was also made that the 
holding was agricultural, and that a year’s 
notice to quit should have been served, and 
that this should have been stamped. The 
Circuit Judge dismissed the‘ ejectment on 
the ground that the notice to quit was bad 
and did not deal with the other question. 
Against this decision Miss O'Flanagan now 
appealed, ‘ 

Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Ignatius Kelly 
(iustructed by Messrs. Kerin, Hickman and 
O'Donnell) apptared for the appellant, and 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. G. Cullinan (in. 
structed by Mr. F, F, Cullinan) for the 
respondents 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, said 
that, in the absence of evidence regafding the 
commencement of the tenancy in 1888, the 
plaintiff had acted on the _ provisions of 
Deasy’s Act, which provided that every 
tenancy from year to year would be pre- 
sumed to commence on the last gale day of 
the calendar year, which in this case was the 
Sist October. He agreed with the decision of 
the Circuit Judge that the notice to quit 
was bad, even taking the view most favour. 
able to plaintiff.” It was not necessary to 
consider whether the holding was agricultural 
or not. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, concurring, said that 
he had to do so, although the point was 
rather unreal, The notice to quit was served 
on 8th April to give up possession on the 
following Ist November, and the tenant said 
it was bad because he should have: been 
called upon to give up possession on the day 
before. However, as the plaintiff. had in- 
voked Deasy’s Act, the tenancy under Section 
6 of that Act must have been presumed to 
have commenced on ólat October, and the 


six months’ notice determining it must expire 
on ólst October. 

The appeal was dismissed, with costs.

THE IMMORTAL AUNT 


His father was a surgeon, and had little 
patience with the boy’s love of music. Young 
Handel was not allowed to play the piano in 
the family living rooms; but he would 
secretly steal away in the evening up the 
stairs to a tiny attic and there, dressed only 
in a thin night-shirt, practice on an old piano 
which a sympathetic aunt had secretly had 
brought up there. One night his parents 
heard him playing and surprised him—a pic- 
ture by Diecksee commemorates the scene. 
This aunt of Handel’s was the only person 
to appreciate his ardent love of music, and 
she did all she could to help him. 


FAVOURITE INSTRUMENT 


Handel’s favourite. instrument was the 
organ of St. Paul’s in London. Close to the 
Cathedral was his favourite inn. 
them alternately. It often happened that he 
would stay on in St. Paul’s after the vespers 
with his pupil, Green, lock the doors, and 
play until 8 or 9 o'clock; If the day was hot 
he undressed almost completely. But there 
were just as many days when he would spend 
the evening in the nearby inn, giving 
pleasure to his friends and other guests by 
playing the old piano there. An old 
chronicler of those days gives us some in- 
teresting particulars about his playing: 
““ Although his hands were then so fat that 
they seemed all flesh and no bones were to 
be seen, his touch was so soft and moderate 
one would believe his fingers and the keys to 
be but one. His fingers became so curved 
while he played and he kept them so close 
together that one could see no Slovement— 
could scarcely distinguish his fingers at all.” 

No wonder Handel’s hands were so fat and 
round, Sitting in the dusk in the inn he 
seldom took more than one glass of beer, 
with his pipe, but he was very fond of good 
food. The cooking at his home was known 
for its excellence, and his wine cellar was no 
less famous. Goupy’s caricature of the 
reator of “ Israel ” is famous.

He did 
not mind if it happened to be a lady, or a 
high Court official The Princess of Wales 
vould try to calm down the 
listener by saying “ Keep quiet, Handel is 
in a temper.”’ If she herself, or the Prince, 
came a trifle late to a performance or a 
general rehearsal, she met the same fate as 
aviyone else. Handel shouted just as un- 
pleasantly at her as at any other. 

Even George Il. had a rather nasty sur- 
prise one day. After a recital of the 
“* Messiah’’ he went up to Handel and said, 
in a gracious tone, “ You have given us great 
pleasure,’’ whereupon Handel immediately re-

GENUINE PIETY 


It is true, Handel flew easily into a temper, 
and he could not always contro] himself. But 
he was a very frank and open-minded man. 
He loved the truth, At the bottom of his 
art lay his piety. Witness thereof are not 
only his frequent visits to Divine Service, 
but even to a greater extent his great willing- 
ness to help and assist the poor. He proved 
this by deeds, not only by words. 

Many a bachelor has later become an 
egoist—Handel, with his preference for an 
easy life, might very well have done so. 
But he would never refuse money to the 
poor. He was severe and exacting to the 
musicians who. performed his works, but the 
proceeds of the performances usually went to 
the poor. On some dccasions sums as high 
as £10,000 resulted from single performances. 
He was often almost brutal to his fellow 
musicians, but when he died he bequeathed 
£1,000 to the indigent musicians, 

He did not advertise his charity. Among 
other things, he sent money regularly to the 
widow of his Halle music teacher until the 
time of her death. : 

Many years he lived, an old and almost 
blind man, without a complaint in the dark— 
his. confidence in God gave him the moral 
power. A young boy would guide him up 
to his organ—before he sat down to play he 
bowed to the devoted public. His personality 
was all dignity.

With ordinary jams it is easy to make 
small quantities, as different fruits come 
into season, and each boiling varies, as 
well as increases the yearly store. | 

Marmalade, however, is a much more 
serious preserve. It reigns supreme on 
the breakfast table, where its inclusion 
adds greatly to the healthiness of the meal. 
Orange, lemon and grapefruit are the 
most SR ig marmalades, and it is 
because they are now at their best, and 
their cheapest; that February is essen- 
tially a marmalade making month. 


THE YEARS SUPPLY 


In spite of the fact that a twelve 
months supply must be made in so short 
& seasoa, it is surprising- how seldom one 
is served with an indifferent quality in 
marmalade. Perhaps it.is that the wise 
housewife, realising the special psycho- 
logical necessity for perfection in the 
service of the first meal of the day, makes 
a special bid for excellence with her 
marmalade making. 

Or perchance, if she has qualms about 
her efficiency, she sensibly decides to order 
a good brand of her favourite marmalade 
from. her grocer! To her I would say 
** Bravo,”’ for it is asking too much of an 
ordinary human being to remain placid 
while his marmalade weeps sticky tears 
= fall pathetically from toast to 
piate. 

Turning firmly away from the above 
easy method of acquisition, let’s see what 
can be learnt about marmalade making. 


MAKING IT 


While awaiting the delivery of the fruit 
ordered from the fruiterer, quite a lot of 
things can be “ got ready ’’ for the fray. 
Whether the “gente. pan is of old- 
fashioned enamel or copper, or up-to-date 
aluminium, it will need a thorough clean. 
ga me then to be polished guite dry 
irectly before the fruit is put in, the 
pan should be thoroughly greased inside 
with butter or lard. This reduces the 


risk of the fruit sticking to the pan. 


Butter also reduces the necessity for skim- 
ming. 

Scum which rises and is remoyed to 
another vessel, will be found quite a good 
flavouring for a “ marmalade pudding.” 
Another tiresome job which may be done 
in advance is the preparing of glass jars 
to hold the preserve. Jars should be 
scrupulously clean, and heated in the oven 
before the hot mixture is poured in. 


USE GOOD SUGAR 


Sugar should be of the best quality, 
and used in full measure, otherwise the 
fruit will require more boiling’ and the 
quantity will, in consequence, be reduced. 
Hot sugar is a better and more econ- 
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omical mixer. After weighing, the sugar 
should be piled on a dish and heated in 
the oven before adding it to the fruit, 

Marmalade in the making is stirred with 
a wooden spoon which should be made 
“non-slip,” by fixing some wood about 
six inshes above the spoon on the handle. 
4 wooden top such as is supplied with 
some glue brushes makes a most profess- 
ional “‘ non-slip’ arrangement.

HISTORY

HE Gateway to the Sahara: So Tripoli 
= has been called, and it is a singularly 
apt description, save that it gives, 
perhaps, an Impression of aridity which is far 
from true of Tripoli itself. But it is the ideal 
centre for tours to the borders of the great 
desert, to Garnan and mysterious Ghadames, 
to Misurata, and the beantiful Oasis of Zliten. 
In the twenty years that it has been an 
Itahan colonial city Tripoli has been restored 
to much of its antique fame and prosperity. lt 
alone of the three Phoenician cities, Leptis, 
Oea (Tripoli), and Sabratha, has regained in 
the twentieth century A.D). something of the 
eminence to which it rose in the fifteenth 
century B.C. To-day Leptis is a city of 
Roman ruins, Sabratha a Byzantine memory, 
but Tripoli is a modern city as to one part 
and a medieval city as to the other. The new 
city which has arisen since the Italian 
occupation has fine wide streets, modern 
houses, and imposing office buildings, with 
up-to-date hotels. 


PROSPERITY RESTORED 


Tripoli’s restoration to prosperity has been 
largely helped by the Tripoh Sample Fair, 
held every spring. ‘The ninth will open on 
March 11 im the permanent Exhibition 
buildings on the Corso Sicilia, and will eon- 
tinue for two months. Special travelimg 
facilities and reduced fares are in force during 
the period of the Fair, and since the date 
selected is that at which the climatic con- 
ditions in this part of North Africa are at 
theit very best, tourists have a double attrac 
tion to take them across the Mediterranean 

Tripoli is a particularly healthy spot. 
Medical Congress held there a few. years ago 
passed a resolution putting it on record ** that 
the mildness and salubrity of the climate of 
Tripoli wete such as to challenge competition 
with those of other health and seaside resorts 
on the Mediterranean.

This last route provides the opportunity of 
ealls at Leghorn, Civitavecchia and Cagliari 
(Sardinia). The air service from Rome makes 
a call at Syracuse, and the actual crossing of 
the Mediterranean is completed in four hours,

FREE STATE'S PIONEER WORK 


At a meeting of the Institution of Electri- 
cal Engineers (Irish Centre) in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, last night, Mr. C. R. Westlake, 
M.1.C.E.1I., A.M.I.E.E, read a paper on the 
‘Electrical Development of Northern Ire- 
Jand.”’ 

The paper stated that the electrical develop- 
ment in Northern Ireland had been an experi- 
ment in the co-ordination of electricity dis- 
tiibution by a central non-profit-carning 
authortiy. The Free Satte authorities were 
really the picneers of this form of control. 
Ireland could take credit for the fact that she 
had realised that the electrical service should 
not be left in the hands of private companies. 

In Northern Ireland the Boari took the 
view that their first duty was the offering 
of a social amenity, and tariffs were offered 
to the most remote districts which were com- 
be with those in many large places in 

ngland. The Board’s first duty was to the 
consumers, and these, in turn, had the con- 
fidence that when a surplus accrued it would 
be returned to them in the form of reduced 
tariffs or improved service. 

The Electricity Board for Northern Ireland 
began trading operations on January 1, 1932, 
when they had ot their principal tariffs, 
In this tariff level there was an element of 
risk, but the Board had been confident of 
the response of the public. The three 
trading years of the eee had seen the 
Justification of the policy, and thi: was no 
mean achievement, 

Perhaps the most striking feature of the 
Board’s development work was the very 
oped development of the domestic demands. 
There were now 3,600 cookers connected to 
the Board’s system, and of the Board’s elec- 
tric consumers one in three cooked electrically, 

The engineering scheme was a compromise 
between engineering requirements and com- 
mercial considerations. The engineering

Most Rev. Dr. R. J. Fitzgerald, who was 
born and educated in County Cork, served 
in Scotland, and afterwards was at the 
Irish College in Salamanca. Recently he 
was confronted with the difficulty, familiar 
in modern times, of the adjustment of 
clerical demands to those of the State in 
the control of schools. By virtue of a fine 
tact he arrived at a modus vivendi, I 
believe, which is working well. 

There is a link between Ireland and 
Gibraltar, I think, in Henry Francis 
Cory, the as yet unsurpassed translator 
of Dante, who was born in Gibraltar in 
1772, the son of an Army chaplain. Unless 
I err, Cory’s father was from Ireland. 


Nature versus Art 


When I happened to meet a Londoner 
recently who was on his first visit to 
Ireland I took the opportunity of askin 
what most impressed him in the City o 
Dublin. The usual replies to such a ques- 
tion are concerned with scenery, public 
buildings, or the size of the Garda, so that 
I was somewhat surprised when the visitor 
declared that nothing appealed to him 
more than the feminine complexions which 
he saw in the streets. The fact that they 
seemed to owe little to art and everything 
to nature made his impressions, he alleged, 
stand out in striking contrast to similar 
observations made in his native city. 
Shortly after hearing this opinion I came 
across, by a curious coincidence, an extract 
from an Act which was passed by the 
British Parliament in the year 1700, It 
reads as follows: ‘‘That all women of 
whatever age, rank, profession or degree, 
whether virgin, maid or widow, that shal] 
from and after such Act impose upon, 
seduce and betray into matrimony any of 
His Majesty’s subjects by means of scents, 
paints, cosmetic washes, artificial teeth, 
false hair, Spanish wool, iron stays, hoops, 
high-heeled shoes or bolstered hips shal! 
incur the penalty of the law now in force 
against witchcraft and like misdemeanours. 
and that the marriage upon conviction 
shall stand null and void.” Apparently 
in those days it was considered necessary 
to protect the mere male against assaults 
which might be made on his single blessed 
ness by designing females. Probably this 
law is still on the Statute-beok, but it is 
unlikely that anyone could succeed in 
obtaining the annulment of a marriage 
nowadays because he had been deceived by 
an artificial complexion.

M.D., who this year celebrates his nineteenth 
birthday anniversary. 

Many distinguished members of the medical 
and rw ye and other professions in Dublin 
attended the ceremony, and were received in 
the hall of the Roya] College of Physicians 
by the President of the snas: Á r, 
Atkinson Stoney. Among apologies for 
absence was one from the Marchioness of 
Anerdeen and Temair. 

The Secretary af the Academy (Dr. T. P. C. 
Kirkpatrick), in introducing Sir John Moore, 
mentioned his brilliant scholastic career, and 
said that for thirty years, from October, 
1X3, until October, 1933, he represented the 
Royal College of Physicians on the Genera! 
Medical Council, and for a time. was Chair- 
man of the Irish Branch Council. For a 
number of years Sir John was Visiting 
Physician to Cork Street Fever Hospital, and 
fr m 1876 until his recent resignation he was 
Physician to the Meath Hospital. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick then told of the activities 
of the early medical societies in Dublin, which 
finally led to the establishment of the 
Academy of Medicine. Dr. John William 
Moore, as he then was, became Secretary of 
the Foreign Correspondence, with a seat on 


the General Council of the Academy. The 
former office he held until he became Presi- 


dent in 1918, and to the latter office he was 
elected annually, until he was chosen as an 
Honorary Fellow at the beginning of the 
present session. Another ig of Sir John’s 
work—the editorship of the Dublin Journal 
of Medical Science—was also mentioned by 
the speaker, who*said that Sir John edited 
that journal for 47 years. 

‘Since the 23rd of October, 1645,”’ con- 
cluded Dr. Kirkpatrick, “ Sir John has tra- 
velled a long journey, a jou crowded with 
splendid service to his profession, to his 
country and to his fellow-men. He has re- 
ceived many honours, none of them unde- 
served; and to those we of this Academy 
desire to add the highest honour in our gift— 
that of the Honorary Fellowship, While we 
tender this to him with the most sincere 
gratitude for his great services, we know that 
his name will add lustre to our Roll, and our 
earnest prayer is that he may long continue 
with us in hig present splendid health.”

In the course of a discussion Councillor 
Rollins asked Dr. J. Doyle, chief clerk, if 
insanity were on the increase. Dr. Doyle re- 
lied. that in forty years the number treated 
y the institution had increased from nearly 
1,400 to nearly 4,000. 
Dr. O'C. Donelgn, Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, in his report, said that the 
Minister for Local Government proposed to 
wait for the report of the Hospitals’ Commis- 
sion before entering into a discussion on new 
buildings. More than eighteen months had 
ed since the matter had first been raised. 
Dublin ought to have first claim on money 
available from the Hospitals’ Fund. 
They had no accommodation for the addi- 
tional patients who were bound to come— 
the institution being already overcrowded. 
Councillor John Costello (Chairman) said 
that a new hospital would take six or eight 
ears to build, and at the present rate of 
increase—53 per year—there would in that 
time be. 300 extra patients, who would need 
a fairly large institution. The acquisition 
of part of the old North Dublin Union had 
enabled them to provide for 411 patients, 
but they still had people in buildings which 
had been condemned by Mrs. Maud Walsh 
and Dr. Hannigan when they visited them 


IN WOODEN HUTS 


Five to six hundred patients were in 
wooden huts which had long outworn their 
usefulness, and involved the risk of fire 
The Minister had two years ago approved the 
replacement of these by permanent struc- 
tures, but the Committee would have to know 
how much money was available from the 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake Fund before consider. 
ing plans,

“HE General Council of the Bank of 
France has decided to accept Gevern- 
ment bills and National Defence Bonds as 
security against advances. The securi 
would be accepted for a maximum period 
of thirty days, at a rate of 28 per cent. 

The Bank’s decision is generally re- 
garded as a victory for the Government, 
and particularly for M. Flandin, the 
Premier, who is determined to base his 
monetary policy on the British example 
of co-operation between Treasury and 
bank. 

Financial circles are pleased, because 
they consider that there will be no further 
tension between the Government and the 
Bank on this point. | 

The Bank has up to now protested that 
it wished to remain entirely independent 
of State financing, and that it was afraid 
that advances against such security might 
make inflation necessary, if there were a 
run on private banks owing to panic or a 
political crisis. 


U.S. STAYING OFF GOLD

CLEAN FILMS 


The Chairman (Mr. Condon) said there 
was a matter of great urgency and import- 
ancé—the matter of clean: films, which was 
before the country now.

For 
the moment Germany is alone; but 
Poland, fearing the Russians, is drawing 
more closely towards her every day, and, 
strangely enough, not only Hungary, but 
Yugoslavia—since France made friends 
with Italy—has been showing signs. of 
interest in Berlin. On the other side 
stands France, supported in the first 
instance by Czechoslovakia and Rumania, 
as well as, noniinally at any rate, by Yugo- 
slavia. She also has an arrangement with 
Italy; Russia is likely to resume her 
former place as an ally, and strong efforts 
are being made to pledge Great Britain to 
support of French policy. In short, Europe 
is taking up its positions in two armed 
camps. If something.is not. done in the 
very near future to check the process, the 
old race for armaments will begin all over 
again, and another war will become as 
inevitable as to-morrow’s sunrise. The 
ideal solution would have been loyal 
acceptance by all the Powers of the League 
of Nations Covenant; but that instrument 
is almost as dead as the Treaty of 
Versailles. Possibly, the Anglo-French 
proposal for a series of regional pacts may 
help to stave off disaster for another few 
years; but it does not seem to us to be 
very sincere. At any rate, without the 
adherence of Germany, the scheme will be 
worse than useless; for it will give the 


Nazis a legitimate grievance which they 
will not hesitate to exploit to the full. 


Lunacy in Ireland 


The most disturbing feature in yester- 
days meeting of the Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital Committee is not the 
fact that it has difficulty in finding money 
for new buildings. It is suggested in an 
almost casual remark of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, to the effect that 
there is no accommodation for the addt- 
tional patients “ who are bound to come.” 
If we pause to ask ourselves why they 
are “bound to come,” we are facing one 
of the serious problems in Irish life. We 
are alarmed when we hear of an increase 
in unemployment or crime, but the steady 
growth of lunacy in Ireland gives us far 
less uneasiness than it merits. Every 
year the number of insane persons reaches 
a higher level, and the troubles of the 
Grangegorman Committee are directly due 
to this annual increase. New buildings 
have been acquired, but they have not 
eased the pressure, and at the moment 
nearly six hundred patients have to be 
housed in ‘‘temporary’’ wooden huts. 
When the Hospitals’ Commission issues 
its report the Committee may be able to 
proceed with its plans for new buildings 
or the enlargement of the existing ones, 
but until then it must do the best it can 
with a fixed accommodation and an ever- 
growing number of patients. The average 


siasm for its planting campaign it will 
have done a service which will make 
reparation for many of its political short- 
comings, We hope most sincerely that the 
schools will offer a hearty response to the 
Government’s appeal. The campaign 
ought to capture the fancy of 
children, and if they are encouraged 
to regard the trees which they 
have planted as, in a sense, their own 
property, and to lobk after them with 
care and pride, the moral effect will be 
excellent. At present the average child 
is inclined rather to destroy trees than to 
plant them ; but the Government s scheme, 
as we believe, will imbue him with a new 
sense of responsibility to his district and 
his country. 


Civic Dignity 


Southend is keenly sensitive on matters 
that affect her civic dignity. A few days 
ago, the compére at a wireless performance 
thought fit to describe a comedian as a 
person who ‘‘ addresses Southend audi- 
ences as ‘ Ladies and Gentlemen.’ ” Quick 
to resent this insult to their borough, a 
number of citizens rang up the Mayor and 
caused official action to be taken imme- 
diately; the result was an assurance 
from the B.B.C. that such a situation 
would not occur again. “ Nemo me impune 
lacessit’’ appears to be Southend’s battle- 
ery, and perhaps she will follow up her 
victory with an attack on music-hall 
comedians who not only address her 
inhabitants as “ Ladies and Gentlemen,”’ 
but make rude jokes about her celebrated 
low tides. Her attitude will give new hope 
to other towns which, like certain boys at 
school, are persecuted continually and 
without a cause, Tooting, perhaps, lays 
itself open to the ridicule of vulgar persons 
because of its rather unfortunate name, 
and Bootle is pilloried for the same 
reason. We may imagine, however, that 
the proud citizens of Wigan have failed 
long since to see anything amusing in 
the constant ribaldries at the expense of 
their pier, and one of these days their 
patience may give way to a wrath as 
terrible as it will be effective. Again, 
where does Aberdeen stand? With truly 
northern composufe she has endured her 
mockery without a word of protest, but is

In the six years from 1923 to 
1929, for example, the total of insane 
persons in the Free Strte rose by nearly 
1,000 to 20,409, and since then it has 
risen still further. What is the reason for 
this steady and alarming increase? In 
the industrial countries the strain cf 
modern conditions is blamed for a growth 
in insanity, but in Ireland al) but a few 
people lead vigorous and healthy lives in 
the country. It seems possible that the 
cause may be found in the isolated condi- 
tions under which so many Irish people 
still exist. In the South and West it is 
rare for a man to go beyond his own 
parish: he spends all his life there, and 
marries the daughter of his next-door 
neighbour. It is a commonplace that in 
the average Irish village everybody is 
related to everybody else, and there is little 
doubt that the tendency to inter-marriage, 
bred of isolation, is one cause of lunacy. 
If this were a key to the problem, the 
future would not be without hope. Within 
the last twelve years the motor ‘bus has 
given new habits to the rural Irishman, 
and he is no longer so firmly anchored to 
his own cottage or to the companionship 
of his immediate neighbours. Inter- 
marriage ought to be decreasing, and it 
is possible that the next ten years may 
witness a decline, not an increase, in our 
lunacy figures. 


Arbour Days 


We congratulate the Free State Govern- 
ment on its conception of an ‘‘ Arbour 
Month '' and a series of ‘‘Arbour Days.’’ 
The essence of the scheme is that the 
nation’s half-million of school children 
shall be harnessed to help in the task of 
afforestation. Within the next few days 
every school in the Free State will be 
invited to participate, and, if it consents, 
will be supplied with a certain number of 
‘young trees free of charge. March will be 
the “Arbour Month ’’; a certain day in 
the month will be appointed for every 
school as its ‘Arbour Day,” and on that 
day the school is expected to plant its 
trees, in accordance with careful instruc- 
tions which will be furnished by the 
Department of Lands. The wonder is that 
so admirable a scheme has not been tried 
before now. Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
did something, to increase the Saorstdt’s 
tree population, and Mr. de Valera’s has 
done, and is doing, more; but a -wide- 
spread effort by the people ought to be 
more effective than all the official efforts.

a stormy session. A Communist deputy 
who caused a disturbance was forcibly 
ejected. 

The Nazis, who held a majority, sought 
a dissolution in the belief that a new elec- 
tion will enable them to return to power 
with a still larger majority, which will 
enable them so to amend the Constitution 
that they can abolish political opposition.

RAID DURING DINNER PARTY

The inquest was conducted by Dr. D. 
A. McErlean, Dublin City Coroner, and 
a jury. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by Mr. 
D. O'Donovan, State Solicitor’s Depart- 
ment) appeared for the Civic Guards. 

The Coroner explained to thé jury that 
Mr. Richard More O’Ferrall, who was 
nearly 21 years of age, had been admitted 
to hospital in the early morning of Feb- 
ruary 10, suffering from a gunshot wound, 
and died about 10.15 on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The first witness called was Mr. Gerald 
Richard More: O’Ferrall, father of the 
deceased young man, 

Answering Mr. Haugh, he said trat he 
resided with his wife and family at 
Lisard, Edgeworthstown, Co. Longford, 
and was agent for the Saunderson estate, 
which comprised most of the town of 
Edgeworthstown. On November 9 there 
‘were a numbc of persons in his house for 
dinner—six in all, including the family. 
While dinner was in progress, about 9 
p.m. four men entered the diningroom. 

Mr. Haugh—Kindly tell us what hap- 
pened ? 


HIT BY BULLET 


Witness—Well, they came in.: Two of 
them had revolvers, and they told us to 
put our hands up. They asked me if I 
was Mr. More O’Ferrall, and 1 said that 
I was. They said that they wanted me 
outside, and I replied that | was not 
going. They drew revolvers, and one of 
them fired at me and the bullet struck 
me here (pointing to his left chest), but 
the bullet was deflected by my cigarette 
case. 

Did the bullet inflict a-wound on you /— 


"I 
To what extent?—Well, at the time 1: 


did not know. 

What happended next?—Well. we 
struggled. I tried to hold his revolver. 

What next?—He was trying to get me 
towards the door 

Mr. Haugh—Yes. 

He pointed the revolver at me again, 
but it misfired three times. He ran behind 
me then, and struck me @n the head with 
the butt of the revolver. That made me 
drop my hands, and another of the men 
struck me with a revolver, and [I fell. 

Mr. Haugh—Up to this time did you 
see your son Richard do anything ?—I 
was too. busy. 

Mr. Haugh—What happened next? 

Witness—One of the men fired at ine 
as I was on the ground. I managed to 
get up, and left the room, and did not 
see what was happening. There were 
shots going off all round. I returned 
about five minutes afterwards. 


SON SHOT IN BACK 


Mr. Haugh—-What did you see when 
you returned?—Well, my son Richard 
was lying on the floor. He said that he 
was paralysed; that he had been shot in 
the back. I told him that I hoped not. 
Some time afterwards police and doctors 
arrived, and my son was removed to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin. 

Have you seen the body here ?—Yes. 

And you identify your son ?—Yes. 

Did you recognise any of the men who 
took part in this oceurrence’—No. . 

Surgeon Doolin, St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Dublin, said that Mr. Richard More 
O’Ferrall was received by him at the 
hospital. shortly before 2 a.m. on February 
10, ana died there at 10.15 on February 
20. A bullet (produced) was recovered 
from the chest. It had not penetrated the 
lung, but “had passed through the spine 
Death was due to paralysis of the intes- 
tines as a direct result of a bullet wound 
in the spinal cord. mé 

Mr. Haugh—Were there any singeing 
marks? 

Witness—The clothes were removed 
when I saw him, but there Was no singe- 
ing of the wound. : 

Further answering Mr. Haugh, the 
witness said that the bullet entered fairly 
low down in the left loin, then travelled 
upwards and inwards across the spine at 
an angle of between 40 and 45 degrees 
from the horizontal.

DRESSED AS CIVIC GUARDS 


Mr. Michael Seott, architect, Dublin, 
said that he was at the dinner, when four 
men entered the room.

They had 
revolvers, They shouted ‘ Hands up,” 
and approached Mr. ©’Ferral] and tried 
to take him outside. His son Richard 
went to his defence. At that moment 
shooting ktarted. 

Mr. Haugh—How many 
fired ’—About half a dozen. 

How long did the men remain in the 
room ?—About five minutes. 

The witness, continuing, said that after 
the shots Mr. Richa More-O’Ferrall 
was lying between the sideboard and the 
Witness.-went over to him and 
examined him, but did not find any 
wound. He then went in his éwn ear for 
the police. He noticed ‘that the front 
gate was padlocked, and he had to get 
the padlock broken beiore he could get 
out. He did not know any of the men. 


CAP BADGES OF PAPER 


Superintendent Finnegan said that he 
was in charge of the area where the 
occurrence took place. Investigations 
were still being pursued i: connection 
with the matter. Some years ago dis- 
carded Civic Guard caps vere given to 
a band in the town, the badges having 
been removed. These caps (18 to 20) were 
stored in the bandroom. On February 8 
the bandroom was broken into and the 
caps taken. Since this occurrence four 
caps were found; one in the. house and 
three in the vicinity. ‘The Guards also 
found a very worn Civic Guard’s water- 
proof. The caps that were found con. 
tained badges of silver paper.

| NO CAUSE DISCLOSED 


Mr. Haugh said that that was all the 
evidence. They had assembled there to 
record the actual cause of death 
of Mr. More O’Ferrall. Of course, 
they were horrified when they heard 
of this awful tragedy and of the 
death of this young man the pre- 
vious day. These people were having 
dinner, and for no cause disclcsed, a num- 
ber of men in Civic Guards’ uniform burst 
into the room, and no matter what their 
previous intentions may have been to Mr. 
More O’Ferrall, senior, the men wilfully 


attempting to maim them or cause their 
deaths. He submitted thet the jury were 
bound to brine in a verdict of murder. 
On behalf of the Civic Guards he wished 
to express deep sympathy with the 
relatives of the deceased man. and said 
that evervthing possible would be done 
to bring the perpetrators of the crime to 
justice. 


TO HELP HIS FATHER 


The Coroner, having extended sympathy 
with the relatives, said that it was very 
seldom that they in that court had to 
express an opinion except fo confine it to 
the cause of death, but the circumstances 
in that case were so exceptional that he 
though: they should express their horror 
of the occurrence. re was an attack 
on those people that night, and this young 
man very courageously stepped in to help 
his father. From what the doctor had 
told them it seemed that the shooting was 
deliberate. If that were so there was only 
one interpretation to be put on it, and that 
was that these men who fired the shots 
were guilty of murder. They did not 
know how many shots were fired, but it 
was believed there were about six, and if 
that did not constitute murder he did not 
know what did.

Councillor, Ballinaspittal ; Barth. Cooney, 
County Councillor, Ballygarvan; E. J.

MAJORITY VERDICT 
OUESTION

A RESTAURANT ESTIMATE

T was a grand day for the lawyers. 

From 3.30. until nearly 10 p.m. the 
Dail discussed the second stage of the 
Courts of Justice Bill. Perhaps, the most 
remarkable thing about the debate was 
the divergence of opinion between the 
Government und the Opposition as to the 
meaning, and ultimate effects, of this bill 
Normally, one expects that the two parties 
will not see quite eye to eye with each 
other over every section of any given bill: 
but it did seem curious. that the Opposi- 
tion regarded this Courts of Justice Bill 
as something altogether unclean. and the 
(Jovernment, mm the words of the Attorney- 
(jeneral. considered it ‘‘ quite a good and 
excellent. measure.”’ 

On the previous day Deputy Costello 
had jumped repeatedly upon the bill, and 
had all but strangled it to death. 
“ Vicious,”’ he had called it upon emerg- 
ing fro.mthe struggle. 

The proceedings yesterday, however, 
opened upon a quieter note. Deputy 
Norton was one of the first speakers, and 
with gentle melancholy he commented 
upon the hopeless position of the poor 
man who had been injured in a motor 
accident. He had no redress—the 
wealthy insurance companies could play 
with him as they liked. Towards the 
end of his speech he became more angry, 
and called the majority verdict proposal 
‘‘gangster law” As this majority 
verdict was to be discussed at length by 
every lawyer in the House, it would be as 
well to give some explanation of its mean- 
ing. 


MAJORITY VERDICT 

In essence, this proposal was aimed sf 
protecting jurors from intimidation. When 
a man was convicted on the vote of only 
nine of the twelve members of the jury, 
the convicted prisoner’s well-meaning 
friends would not know which three of the 
dozen jurors to exclude from their 
vengeance. In this way justice could be 
done in a disinterested fashion. 

There were, however, many deputies who 
disagreed with this opinion, and among 
them was Mr. McGilligan. He had 
delivered a very long, a very intricate, and 
a very vehement speech against the bill, 
but it was not till near the end of it that 
he began to give us something to get our 
teeth into. Indeed, the greater part of 
his remarks, as on the occasion of his 
attack on the Citizenship Bill, seemed far 
too complex for the lay mind to grasp. 
Now, however, he had returned to his more 
personal method of attack, and he stirred 
the House with references to the way 
in which the Blue Shirts had been hounded 
down, and to “the Executive Council's 
blood-hounds.’’ This majority verdict, in 
his opinion, was another of the President's 
despotic measures. It was not a temporary 
enactment, designed to protect jurors in 
times of trouble, but a permanent measure, 
which might do irreparable damage. It 
had been formed by a lot of cowering, 
timid creatures in the Executive Council. 
These opinions, however, most unusually, 
were not held by his colleague, Deputy 
MacDermot. Deputy MaeDermot was in 
favour of a majority verdict, as it would 
protect jurors in the case of these so-called 
political crimes, which were becoming 
increasingly frequent. Later the President 
said that this majority verdict question 
had been introduced to find out the 
Opposition’s attitude, and provided that 
the House as a whole were sufficiently 
strongly set against it, he would consider 
the addition of some kind of amendment 
in the third stage of the bill. 


AN APPEARANCE OF 
JUSTICE 

Looking back over a long debate, those 
little touches of repartee, which often 
make the Dail so delightful, seemed to 
have been almost entirely absent. Deputy 
MacMenamin had two good things to say ; 
but they failed to call forth more than a 
merry roar of laughter from the Govern- 
ment. ‘ You always want,” he said, '' to 
give the people the fecling that they are 
getting justice done them, even if they 
aren't getting anything of the sort.” This 
was almost as popular as his story of the 
prisoner against whom the judge had 
summed up so ferociously that the jury 
decided he could not be guilty. 

Such incidents, however, were few, and 
very, very far between. The earnest 
attention of the Attorney-General seemed 
to persuade the lawyers present that it 
would be unwise to poke fun at the law. 

For many hours the. air of Leinster 
House was filled with “ High Court 
Judges, Supreme Court Judges, District 
Justices, freedom of the judiciary, judicial 
majorities . . . etc,,’’ and often one was 
compelled to admire the debating skill of 
the protagonists. Notwithstanding fre- 
quent references, however, to “ the n.an in 
the street,’’ the impression persisted that 
the whole debate was somehow removed 
from everyday experience ; that the lawyers 
were getting their own back for those 
mundane discussions on cows, pigs and 
pounds. 

Under these circumstances, therefore, it 
was with great delight that I heard the 
Minister for Finance, near the end of 
the session, demand a supplementary 
estimate for the Dail restaurant. The 
K.C.’s might argue over torts and juries 
for the whole day, but at the end of it 
they needed their dinner just as much as 
the less distinguished deputy.

NEW BUTTER | 
BILL 


CREAMERY AND

E position with regard to creamery 
butter will be dealt with in a new 
bill to be introduced shortly by Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture. The present 
Dairy Produce (Stabilisation of Prices) 
Act expires at the end of next month, and 
new legislacion will be necessary. 

One point which arises is the competi- 
tion that has arisen between creamery and 
farmers’ butter, to the detriment, it 1s 
alleged, of the creamery product, It is 
thought that some form of levy may be 
imposed on farmers’ butter. 

A deputation waited on the Minister 
yesterday, when the whole matter was 
very fully discussed. 

The deputation was introduced by Mr. 
P. Burke, T.D., and Mr. P. Houlihan, 
T.D. 

The text of the bill to regulate the price 
of bacon and control the marketing an¢d 
price of pigs, which has been introduced 
in the Dail, will be available next week. 


THE ROAD FUND 


The Road Fund account for the year 
ending March 31, 1934, was laid before 
the Dail yesterday.. It shows that the 
receipts from motor taxation for the year 
were £916,000. The deficit on the Fun’ 
amounted to £1,344,849, while grants to 
local authorities amounted to £1,104,548. 
Interest to meet borrowing on the strength 
of the Fund amounted to £80,746, and 
local authorities’ expenses in collecting 


were £10,896.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
remarks:—Now that the litigation over 
the gold clause is out of the way, Pres’ 
dent #nd Congress are absorbed once more 
in their task of extending and fortifyin2 
the new deal. In his latest message to 
Congress, the President asks that the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, the 
mandate of the N.R.A. (the National 
Recovery Administration) should be pro- 
longed for a further two years. Since it 
was inaugurated on June 16, 1933, this 
Administration has been attacked from 
many sides. i 

Criticism, of course, was to be expected, 
for the activities of the N.R.A. affect th: 
daily life of every American citizen, 
whether as employer or worker or con- 
sumer. The codification of conditions of 
labour and of competition was a new ex- 
periment, and the organisation which 


country which possesses very little in the 
way of a traimed Civil Service. Yet the 
President is not dissatisfied with the 
results so far achieved. 

It is not proposed that the Act should 
be renewed just a sit stands, adds The 
Times. The idea is that new legislation 
should be passed based on the same prin- 
ciples, but applying them, with the modi- 
fications which the experience of the past 
eighteen months has shown to be desirable. 
The responsibility of drafting the new bil! 
is: left to the Committees of Congress. 
Certain general recommendations are 
made in the message. 

There .are sure to be’ great struggles 
over the provisions to secure for the 
workers effective rights of independent 
organisation and collective bargaining and 
over those intended to protect small under- 
takings and the interests of the consumers. 
The powerful public utility companies are 
certain to use all their great influence. 
both.in Congress and outside, to resist the 
President’s efforts to bring them under 
Government supervision and to control 


their output and prices. These conflicts 
are likely to be the more prolonged, since 
the present Congress is not working under 
the same pressure of emergency as was its 
predecessor. The President’s authority 
and leadership are still unquestioned, but 
to judge from the leisurely progress made 
by the Work Relief Bill and by the Social 
Security Bill, both the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate are more 
inclined to critical discussion than they 
were two years ago The National 
Industry Recovery Act of 1933 was ac- 
cepted by Congress almost without ques- 
tion; the new Act, which is to take its 
place, will have a far more difficult 
passage. 


BELFAST CITY RATE 
INCREASE 


NO PROVISION FOR

BELFAST, Thursday. 

The Belfast Corporation Finance Com- 
mittee this afternoon, in conjunction with 
the Chairman of the other Civie Com- 
mittees, fixed the city rate for the coming 
financial vear at 13s. 2d., which. is an 
increase of 4d. on the current rate. There 
is, in addition, a water rate of 2s. 

The new city rate will yield £1,216 600 
on the existing valuations. 

The Corporation has not made any provi- 
sion for the educational levy imposed by 
the Northern Government, amounting this 
year to 6d., and for the coming year to 1s. 

The Corporation declined to impose the 
6d. this year, and the Finance Committee 
has recommended that the constitutional 
power of the Northern Ireland Government 
to impose such a levy on ratepayers for 
revenue purposes be referred to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
under the provisions of the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1920. 


A DEFEAT FOR 
-ROOSEVELT 
SENATE SUPPORTS LABOUR

, WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The Senate, by 44 to 43, sided to-day 
with organised Labour against the Ad. 
ministration in the dispute over the Relief 
Bill. They approved the McCarran amend- 
ment, which requires that on the emer. 
gency public works “ prevailing wages ”’ 
‘shall be paid. 

This rules out the limit of 50 dollars 
(£10) monthly which was provided for in 
the original bill, 

_Just before the vote. was taken a letter 
from President Roosevelt was read, in 
which he asserted that existing wages 
ay be protected in administering the 

ill, 

The vote represents the first major 
defeat for the Roosevelt forces in the 


contest over the Relief Bill.

Fe Neonh fell to death from a Paris-bound air liner over Upminster, 


ssex, yesterday. 


They were Elizabeth du Bois (23) and Jane du Bois (20), daughters 
of the United States Consul-Genei*! in Naples. 


They were found lying hand in hand, as if in a last embrace, and 
must have struck the ground with terrific force, as there were indentations 


in the ground twelve inches deep. 


They had ‘hired the plane for a party of six, and at the last moment 
stated that the other four members of the party could not travel. Letters 
addressed to their father were found in the ‘plane. 


It was suggested that the deaths were connected with the previous 
deaths ‘in an aeroplane crash of Flying-Officers Forbes and Beatty, whom 
they had met recently in Naples, but it is known that Flying-Offcer 
Forbes was engaged to a Bedford girl, and Flying-Officer Beatty's mother 


does not believe that he was engaged to the other sister. 


In a letter to 


her he had casually mentioned meeting them. 


LETTERS TO FATHER 


——_@— —- 


The two girls left Naples on Saturday 
for a holiday, and subsequently travelled 
to London, where they stayed quietly at 
the Ritz Hotel, where it was noticed that 
they were hysterical and in tears. Yester- 
day morning they seemed to have recovered 
something of their good spirits. They 
paid their account by cheque, bade a 
cheery “ good-bye’’ to the hall porter, 
stepped into a taxi, and drove to King’s 
Cross, where they caught the coach to 
Abridge Aerodrome. 


CLINGING TO EACH OTHER 


After a restless walk over the aerodrome 
tarmac they entered the office and made 
a phone call to London. Then, clinging 
affectionately to one another, they walked 
to the machine. Jane was heard to re 
mark to Elizabeth, ' Darling, wouldn't 
John love. to he with us.” They took 
their seats, and the 'plane started off on 
its regular 10 a.m. flight to Paris. 

What happened after that is best told 
in the words of the -official statement 
issued by Hillman Airways, Ltd., owners 
of the air lines. Shortly after leaving 
the ground one of the passengers asked the 
pilot to close the door separating the 
pilot’s cockpit from the passenger cabin, 
and in addition to cover up the two small 
ventilating windows through which the 
pilot usually glances into the cabin. She 
stated that they felt a draught. The 
pilot, having no reason to think there was 
anything odd in this procedure, complied, 
and noticed no further unusual incident 
during the flight. 

After passing through the edge of <a 
small thunderstorm on the English side 
of the Channel, he opened the door into 
the cabin to look at. his passengers in the 
usual way. He immediately saw the 
passengers were not there, and that the 
eabin entrance door was ajar. He also 
noticed one lady’s shoe on the floor of 
the cabin, and handbags on the seat. 


MACHINE IN ORDER 


“On returning to Essex Airport, the 
machine was taken possession of by the 
police, who removed .all the articles left 
by the two passengers. The articles in- 
cluded two letters, a whiskey flask, hand- 
bags and a shoe. The machine was in- 
spected by Major Coofer, Inspector of 
Accidents at the Air Ministry, who found 
it to be in every way in order. The two 
passengers booked the whole six seats of 
the machine by telephone the previous 
day, and stated lefinitely that there would 
be six people going, and that they wanted 
the machine to themselves. On arrival at 
the aerodrome the two girls gave their 
names and the names of the remaining 
members of the party, and paid the six 
fares. Just before departure time they 
asked to use the telephone, after which 
they said that the remaining four people 
were not going, and that they wished to 
get away. They made no request for any 
refund of the remaining four fares.’’ 


THE PILOT'S STORY, 


Mr. P. J. Kirton, the pilot of the 
machine, said :—‘‘ They must have fallen 
out within the first six minutes of the 
flight. There was some wind, and | 
gradually rose to 2,000 feet, and then to 
4.000 feet, where it was beautifully calm. 
If they had fallen out after 4,000 feet | 
should have noticed the change in the 
weight of the ‘plane. As it was, it had 
been flying nearly an hour, and was ten 
minutes over the Channel, when I found 
that they had gone. I was amazed. |] 
immediately notified Croydon by wireless, 
and flew back to Abridge.”’ 

‘The terrific pressure of wind would 
certainly have prevented the door opening 
accidentally,’’ he said. 


HURTLE THROUGH THE AIR 


The sisters fell to their death on the 
Springfield building estate at Upminster, 
where workmen saw these fur coat-clad 
figures, apparently clasped together, 
hurtle through the air. One said that 
they looked like “ pieces of paper falling 
from the sky.’’ Another said that at first 
he thought that a brown paper parcel had 
dropped from the machine. 

The impact on the soft earth caused 
indentations a foot deep, and here the 
bodies were found. hand clasped in hand, 
as if in a last embrace. 

There were no shoes on their feet, and 
their stockings were a mass of holes—al- 
most like netting. On the younger girl's 
wrist a watch, bearing the initials 
“J. da B.,” was still ticking. Near by 
was a handbag, its contents scattered. 

The hodies were removed to Hornchurch 
Mortuary, where they were identified by 
an official of the American Consulate- 
General in London. 

A Reuter’s message from Naples last 
night states :—Sorrow has been caused in 
the British and American communities 
here at the news that the two popular 
du Bois sisters, daughters of the American 
Consul-General here, Mr. Coert du Bois, 
had fallen to their death. It is known 
that both Jane and Elizabeth had been 
friends of Flying Officer John Forbes and 
Flight-Lieutenant H. L Beatty, the two 
officers killed in last Friday's disaster. 
During the officers’ enforced stay here 
awaiting repairs to one of the flying boats 
they got to know the girls, and subse. 
quently all four were frequently seen about 
together at dances, parties and outings, 


DINNER WITH OFFICERS 


On the night before Forbes and Beatty 
left.on their last tragic flight to Malta 
they drove with the two girls to Ravolli, 
where they had dinner. 

They said farewell that evening as the 


officers were to leave early, and never met | 


again. A few hours later the du Bois 


girls were on the high seas bound for 
London, and the Messina tragedy occurred 
while their liner was still in sight of land. 
It is not known whether the girls heard 
the news by wireless 6n board the ship or 
only later when they reached London. 

Mr. du Bois. who is 53, was from 1924 
to 1927 in charge of the Washington State 
Department Visa Office, and during that 
period visited England, Ireland and 
Europe in connection with the examina- 
tion of American immigrants. 

It was obvious from the first moment 
that the sisters arrived in England that 
they left Naples well supplied with money. 
It was equally obvious that some secret 
sorrow brooded over them: They travelled 
restlessly and were coming and going the 
whole time. The chambermaid who waited 
upon them in their luxurious suite heard 
them both sobbing bitterly one night. 
They avoided the public rooms and the 
meals they had in the hotel were served in 
their own room. 

‘*T would not describe either as hand- 
some or pretty. they were just pleasant, 
well-dressed, quiet girls,” said one of the 
hotel staff who probably saw them more 
frequently than most of the Ritz employes. 
When they left the hotel they did not say 
where they were going or at what time 
they were likely to return, 


LIFE IN LONDON 

When they were previously in. London 
Jane, the younger, is believed to have 
worn a wedding ring. They often went 
to dances and theatres, and were out 
nearby every night. They had a little car 
in which they toured the South of Eng- 
land. They did not seem to have any 
particular men friends, but seemed most 
attached to each other. 


ENGAGEMENT DENIED 

In connection with the rumoured engage- 
ment of Flying-Oficer Forhes to one of 
the sisters. Dr. S. Blakeley, of Park 
avenue, Bedford, told a reporter last niuht 
that his dauchter, Miss Kathleen 
Blakeley, had been engaged to Flying- 
Officer Forbes “ We have never heard 
of the Du Bois Sisters,” he said. It is 
probable that the officers met them at 
Naples when the machine was forced down 
there a month ago. “ My daughter was 
to have been married to Mr. Forbes on 
his return from Singapore in April. 

Our Enniscorthy Correspondent tele- 
graphs:—Mrs. Anita Lett, of Ballinadra, 
Enniscorthy, to-night denied that her son, 
Flight-Lieutenant H. Longfield Beatty, 
who was killed when the R.A.F. aeroplane 
crashed at Messina, was at any time, to 
her knowledge, engaged to one of the du 
Bois sisters : 

In one of his last letters to his mother, 
Flight-Lieutenant Beatty mentioned that 
during a short stay at Naples with the 
machine he had met the sisters once. but 
mention of the meeting was very short, 
and apparently incidental to his stay at 
Naples. :

H to England at Twickenham a fortnight 

: ago few would have much confidence 
in our chan e .of beating Scotland at Lans- 
downe road to-morrow.

get the mastery in loose play. It will probably

RECONSTITUTION 
URGED 


FOREIGN SHIPPING 
INTERESTS

ECONSTITUTION of the Dublin Port 
R and Docks Board was yesterday dis- 
cussed at the Board’s weekly meeting. 
A group of members desires a ‘‘ more 
national outlook " in the Board’s work, and 
it was suggested that a radical alteration in 
the method of election would be beneficial. 
This — Was among others recom- 
mended by a Dail Commission which re- 
ported in 1 

During the debate allegations that foreign 
shipping companies’ representatives sit on the 
Board and vote on matters affecting the 
companies’ interests were made. 

Mr. W. J. O’Hara moved that the Board 
should respectfully suggest to the Uovern- 
ment the advisability of introducing legisla 
tion without further delay for the purpose of 
implementing the recommendations contained 
in the 1930 report of the Port and Harbours 
Tribunal, He said that, as a representative 
vf the Dublin Corporation on the Board, he 
held his seat by election on the extended 
franchise of the citizens. If the tribunal’s 
recommendations were enforced by the 
Government it would ensure “ greater 
national efficiency and a more national out- 
look in the carrying on, and development, of 
our principal port.’ 

Mr. D, Healy seconded. 


NEVER CONSIDERED 


Mr. D. Barry said that anything they 
might propose in regard to the enactment of 
legislation for the carrying out of the 
tribunal’s recommendations would affect not 
only Dublin, but every port in the Saorstat. 
How many members had digested the 
voluminous report of the tribunal? He ven- 
tured to say it was very few. He thought 
that it would be audacious for the Board to 
ass the proposed resolution. It had never 

considered officially by that Board. 
That was one of the best conducted boards 
in the Saorstat—sound in administration, 
sound in finance; the fact that its stock 
was trustee stock, under an Act of the Irish 
Parliament a few years ago, spoke for itself. 

He suggested that a national conference of 
Harbour Boards should be called, and their 
views obtained. The Board was being asked 
to ask the Government to do something that 
the members had not studied. 

Mr. O’Connor—Speak for yourself. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said that the motion 
was premature, since the Board had not 
officially considered the report, The recom- 
mendations, too, were now five years old. 
“Let us have a full-dress discussion, and 
understand what we are doing,” he added. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin proposed that 
consideration of the motion be deferred until 
the officials had examined those portions of 
the recommendations which affected Dublin's 
interests. 

Mr. P. McGrath referred to the “ antiquated 
machinery of the last century " under which 
the Port and Docks Board was constituted. 
It did not provide an efficient organisation 
for the of Dublin to-day. 

The irman (Mr. T. Laurie) intervenin 
—Let us not into the constitution of this 
Board. That soem part of the recommenda- 
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tions of the Tribunal, and this motion concerns 
all the ndations, 

Mr. MeGrath contended that the Tribunal’s 
recommendations had been tinanimous, and 
had been made after they had visited virtually 
all the ports of the Saorstat to take evidence.

HE last four in the Derby are Mr. J. R. 
T Burns's Border Cutlet, Mr. Joseph Barry's 
Balline Laddie, Mr. T. Williams's Wel- 
come Wind, and Miss B. Rank’s Jump Round.

O’Brien’s puppy seemed to be quite safe, but, 
with an electrifying burst, Welcome Wind 
showed in front. e farther they went the 
wider became the gap, and, when Welcome 
Wind dashed into the hare there were fully 
three lengths between them. 

One’s sympathy goes out to the owner of 
the vanquished one. That heavy course with 
Gold Premium, who certainly did all in his 
power to assist the favourite, undoubtedly 
was the undoing of the Ballincollig youngster, 
end victory went to the fresher greyhound.

BANK OF ENGLAND RETURN

An increase of £7,964,035 in public deposits 
in the banking department is one of the most 
interesting changes in the Bank of England 
return for the week to Wednesday last. 
Public deposits now stand at £26,504,211, 
which is still, however, more than £3,000,000 
under the figure for the same week last year. 
Bankers’ balances have suffered a decline of 
£6,993,462 to £94,826,182. These movements 
are probably due to the big excess of revenue 
over expenditure last week and the incidence 
of Treasury bill payments and maturities. 
Private deposits show a further increase of 
£473,527 over the week at £40,900,225, and 
are now £5,118,637 higher than a year ago. 

The Bank’s active note circulation shows a 
further decline of £1,685,141 over the week 
at £373,260,454, but is, nevertheless, still 
£8,605,767 larger than a year ago. i 

The reflux of currency and a moderate in- 
crease in the gold holding during the week 


has benefited the reserve to the extent of, 


£1,728,583, but the effect of this movement 
has been partly. neutralised by a reduction 
in Government securities in the banking de- 
partment. Among other securities, discounts 
and advances are lower, but ‘‘ securities 
show the substantial increase of £1,859,887 
at £11,839,290. eee 3 

The ratio of reserve to liabilities has risen 
by 0.6 over the week to 49.2 per cent,, which

Social barriers collapse like ice cream in 
the sun, that glowing feeling of comrade- 
ship grows for "no apparent reason except 
that one cannot fail to laugh when the 
novice of the ski-ing party digs himself a 
"“ grave’’’ in the snow, to be followed per- 
haps in a few moments by the person whom 
the novice had come to regard as the expert, 
that enviable person who traverses mova- 
tains, does a '' christie’’ in the face of dis- 
aster when a tree or telegraph post. peeps 
“over the garden wall,” and can twist his 
body into the most fiendish shapes , when 
going for a jump. But pride goes before a 
all, and down he comes, to the delight of 
all those who, it being their first time. among 
the snows. spend their mornings at the ski 
school. Thus» encouraged, can friendship 
long remain unexpressed ? 

Ski-ing is more fascinating. than any other 
games or exercise. It is more expansive than 
olf. The novice having ‘ planks ” under 
is feet for the first time is more helpless 
than the six months baby in the perambulator 
who, at least, can cry, if uncomfortable. 
Even on the nursery slopes, which are not 
precipitous, he looks down across the snows, 
thinks ‘of his dear ones at home and hurries 
back to the hotel to write a letter telling 
everyone what a fine time he has been having 
among the pine woods and snow flakes. - But 
when that novice sees a child of six or seven 
years coming down,’ knees bent, body . up- 
right, and waiting for the split second. in 
which to do the ‘‘ christie,’ and doing it all 
so gallantly he flies to the hill top, like a 
girl fo a letter from her lover overseas, as 
Eric Linklater would say. Ktá 

I mentioned golí to make the point that 
ski-ing beats it for the number of _profes- 
sional terms used. ‘‘ Herring boning,’’ “ side- 
slipping,’’ ‘‘ traversing,’ ‘‘ stemming,’* “stem 
christie,” ‘‘ christie” and.‘ telemark”’ are 
only a selection .which should give the 
initiated enough to think about. Apart from 
hitting the snow once every two minutes and 
rolling on to the upper part of the cervicle 
vertebre in order to release the skis from the 
fantastic positions they assume, learning to 
ski is simple ! 


A SENSE OF BALANCE 


[ am encouraged to say that “ putting him 
on his feet’’ was what we caked our guide 
to do, and that was what he did precisely in 
two days. Provided one has a sense of 
balance (and a bank balance to pay for broken 
skis), the instructor can turn out skiers as 
efficiently as a~policeman in the Dail can 
turn out an interrupter from ' the public 
allery. Entrance to the school is secured 
or three francs (approx. 4s. 6d.), and every 
lesson is ‘given by experts. English, French 
and German visitors come in about equal 
proportions to Swiss winter sports, 
engen is 5,000 feet over sea level, 
railway climb from Lauterbrunnen, where 
everything except pine trees is covered in 
radiant white snow, gives one the first taste 
of the pleasures to come.

into day. The snow had on it a blue tint, 
such as one sees from a violet ray lamp, and 
far away the tall mountains were waiting to 
receive the sun, which. brings the little 
country. to. life and happiness. 

Lights glowed through the windows of the 
tiny chalets, with their green shutters and 
long eaves deeply encased in the snows. 

You ‘say ' It must be cold there!” The 
answer is, “No.” With the thermometer 
fourteen degrees below zero, ene need take 
no more precautions against being frozen up 
than here at home, when the east wind 
blows. When the sun is shining heavy cloth 
ing can be discarded with safety as long as 
one keeps on the move. I have,seen girl 
skiers on the nursery slopes wearing sleeve- 
less blouses and little else, except a pair of 
serviceable black snow trousers and heavy 
boots. Given good 'weather, the snow is dry 
hke bath saltrates, and soft, excopt on the 
trodden paths. Falling into it is like drop- 
ping on to a pile of eiderdowns. The ne 

iscomfort comes when snow particles drop 
down the back of your neck, but this may 
be avoided by wearing a close-fitting collar. 


PURE AIR 


It is easy to testify that a fortnight spent 
among the snows is infinitely better for the 
health than a month elsewhere, The air is 
crystal pure; there are no motor car or other 
noises, except the tinkling of bells on horses 
drawing sledges, and. they are an attraction. 
The mildest form of exercise draws this air 
into the lungs; but do not get too energetic 
for- the first day. I remember a _ horrible 
five minutes, the first on foot at Wengen, 
when climbing a tiny hill to the hotel my 
heart began to play ducks and drakes, and 
discreet inquiries were made for the location 
of the hospital. But all was well when a 
kindly German was at pains to tell me that 
the altitude was the cause. My inability to 
understand him at first was slight in com- 
parison with the possible fate which I had 
anticipated. After wwenty-four hours . one 
discovers the reason why so many people 
sing in their baths. The joys of living 
come bounding over the imagination 
and the little world each person 
occupies looks calm and pleasant. The sun 
shines (or did for a fortmight) six hours a 
day. bringing into these hills health and fun 
and some power which makes us perspire 
freely, which is precisely what doctors want 
us to do without artificial! aids. 

Social introductions are rare in Switzerland, 
and it is not regarded as infra dig, as we 
in this country might regard it, to dance with 
the waitress when there is a dance in the 
hotel where you stay. Dancing at Wengen 
is free. Residents of one hotel may go to 
another for dancing. In this way the social

The whiskey, 
a best Belfast brand, bore the label of the 
Paris Exhibition of 1900! The Irishman 
earnt of its existence, and to the great 
delight of the Swiss proprietor, who did not 
know its valua, bought up the issue in five 
seconds. It was a shame to show water to 
that spirit, and it saw very little either! |

AN AVALANCHE 


I have found that pictures of snows and 
mountains fail to convey any sense of reality. 
To run on skis through pine woods for five 
miles when the strong sun is ANC ee 
the trees is an experience exhilarating 
beyond description. Cone-shaped pines 
covered with snow. with their tips 
showing green, emphasise the contrast with 
the white snows, and in the background 
stands the great sentinel mountain, the 
Jungfranjoch, flying her famous plumes. . 
The plume is like vapour rising from the tip 
of the mountain, but actually it is the snow, 
blown up -by the wind, and theld over her 
head just as a bride’s veil is often caught 
by the wind as she emerges from the church. 
But in all this beauty danger lurks some- 
where. An avalanche can be a terrifying 
thing. When ski-ing at Wengernalp one day 
I heard the roar of thunder, and looking over 


down the mountain side, ripping up trees, 
which disappeared in the drift. Thousands 
of tons of snow had slipped, and. rushing 
down, dislodged further great quantities, 
which ran over a precipice, and fei 
far below into the ravine. The 
noise, caught up in the hills and re-echoed, 
remained to enable one to thank heaven that 
the avalanche had happened at a safe dis- 
tance. Guides and local people know when 
to expect avalanches, and are always helpful 
with advice, 
CURLING 

The curlers form a friendly fraternity in 
Wengen, and, being mostly Scotsmen, have 
full play for the employment of ‘Ca Canny ”’ 
methods when. it comes to placing a stone 
which may mean victory. Curling to Scots- 
men is what cricket means to En lishmen, 
only more so. Its parlance “se. ca room 
for expressions oí growing enthusiasm (and 
thev are many and varied), and I shall never 
forget what scorn was poured on to a cer- 
tain newspaper writer. who, in describing a 
curling match, said that the players 
‘flung ” the stones. 

Now in the best curling circles the ex- 
pression is “lay a-stone.’’ One never 
thought that the unconscious use of a wrong 
expression in relation to any game could pro- 
duce such a wealth of indignation. But 
curlers, like all other enthusiasts, have their 
little ways, and in Switzerland their lungs 
are strengthened with an obvious usefulness. 
Such personal experiences enable one to be- 
lieve what always had been doubted—that 
the fascination of the snows is irresistible 
and almost unexplainable.

HE Secretary (Mr. Hurley), in the course 
is of his report on the financial position to 
Longford County Council, points out that 
the rates collection is in a deplorable state.

This amount «an now be struck out, and a 
sum of £734 due to the County Council from 
the Department for various 
included in estimated receipts. This would 
mean a reduction of £5,034 or 8.49 pence in 
the £ on the estimate recommended, but an 
increase of Is. 43d. on 1934-1935. Demands 
from subsidiary bodies over which the Council 
have only indirect control are responsible for 
the greater part of this increase.” 

The sanctioned overdraft of £10,000 is ex 
hausted, and payments to-day amount to 
£4 9653.

PROGRESS OF HOUSING 

The Minister for Local Government, respond- 
ing, said that he rejoiced in the prosperity 
of the architects’ profession, and hoped that 
its prosperity, as well as Ireland's, might long 
continue. The aim of his Department in 
housing was to achieve utility and suitability. 
He was not, however, blind to the fact that, 
despite the amount of building activity which 
was goim: on all aroung them, little of it was 
outstanding in beauty. He did not wish to 
suggest that the blame for this was entirely to 
be laid on the shoulders of the architects. He 
was aware of the obstacles that had to be 
surmounted.

He had not yet noticed in all the building 
that was being done—churches, schools and 
factories—any indication of the emergence 
of a distinctive Irish tvpe of architecture, 
yet, if ever the architects of their country, 
had scope for vision, they had it to-day, 


MINISTER’S DESIRE 

His earnest wish would be to be free to 
insist that all buildirg work over which he 
exercised control should be executed in 
masonry or brick-work. As things were, much 
|of it had to be done in concrete. There was 
| nothing more beautilul or more serviceable 
for building than our own native stone. 

“We are not altogether devoid,’ said the 
Minister, “of a distinctive Irish architec- 
' tural tradition. The remains which are still 
visible of our ruined ecclesiastical buildings 
| are the proofs of one such tradition. Dublin 
was adorned in the late eighteenth century 
by buildings which are almost the only 
modern Irish buildings which can lay claim 
to beauty.
